Helen Newkirk, the four-year-old 
daughter of Mr. and Mrs. Daniel B. 
Newkirk, living two miles west of 
F a lm o u t h , was fatally burned yester­ 
day while burning some papers at her 
home. The accident occurred yester­ 
day afternoon at five o’clock and the 
little girl died at one o’clock this 
morning. 
In company with her three little 
brothers, the child went into the yard 
to burn some papers and coming too 
close to the 
flames 
her 
clothing 
caught fire. 
The other children were 
lielpless to assist her and the time 
the mother reached the scene, being 
attracted by the frantic screams of 
the child, her body was a mass of 
ilames. 
The little girl’s body 
was 
badly charred and the burns extend­ 
ed over the entire body. 
The parents are distracted over 
their loss and the sad accident cast 
a deep gloom over the entire neigh­ 
borhood. 
Mrs. Newkirk required the 
attention of a physician to quiet her 
and today is in a serious condition. 
She was burned about the hands and 
arms in attempting to extinguish the 
fiame> but the burns are not thought 
to be serious. The little girl suffered 
untold agony before the end came. 
She i" survived by her parents and 
three little brothers, Laverne, 
Fred 
and William. 
The 
three 
brothers* 
were with her at the time but could 
do nothing. 
The thin dress burned 
as so much paper and by the time 
the mother reached the 
scene 
the 
little girl was entirely enveloped. 
The funeral services will be con­ 
ducted Friday at ten o’clock at the 
residence and burial will take place 
in the Fairview cemetery.

Senate Bill 161 (Ch apter 225), ap­

tice of Growers if Would Not 


Hurt Crop.

C. M. C. Hall, th e Jersey City h or­ 
ticu ltu rist, 
warns 
people 
against 
spray ing fru it trees at th is 
season 
becau se th e practice will 
kill 
th e 
h oney bees, th e best friend th e fru it 
h as, h e say s. It was reported to Mr. 
Hall y esterday th at some people h ad 
been spray ing th eir fru it trees 
and 
h e immediately started ou t to learn 
wh o it was. 
lie was 
search ing for 
th e prosecu tor to find if th ere was 
any law wh ich compel orch ard own­ 
ers to stop th e practice. 
“It’s all righ t to spray fru it trees 
after th e petals 
h ad 
dropped off” 
Mr. Hall declared. “A fter th at th e 
bees will not both er th e fru it and 
th ere will be no danger 
in 
killing 
th em. 
Fru it growers can not afford 
to kill th e bees becau se th ey carry 
th e pollen and are largely responsible 
for th e pollenization. 
Some species 
of plu ms are abou t ready for spray ­ 
ing now.

tax pay ers make an effort to pay be­ 
fore th e time for th e spring install­ 
ment ex pires nex t Monday . 
Ju st fou r more day s for tax pay ­ 
ing with ou t being a delinqu ent re­ 
main. 
Th e h elpers in th e treasu rer’s 
office are looking forward to a ru sh 
with ou t precedent th ese last day s. It 
will probably be 
with ou t precedent 
becau se th ere are more .collectable 
tax es ou t th an ev er before in recent 
y ears. 


Th e closing day s of th e tax pav ing 


ru sh is made additionally h ard be­ 
cau se of th e fact th at the 
people 
wh o pay th e most tax es inv ariable 
pay th em early in th e season, with 
le w ex ceptions. This m eans th at th e 
co llectio n s are m any tim es a s h ard 
near the end because a s m uch titoe is 
inv o lv ed i:i co llecting : tw o do llars As 
tw o hundred do llars. 
W hen it is co nsidered th at up un­ 
til y esterd a y o nly th ree-fifth s o f the 
to ta l estim ated co llectab le ta x e s h ad 
been paid, it m ay be ea sy to see wh at 
the rush w ill be in case ev ery one of 
th e peo ple o w ing the o ther tw o -fifth s 
attem pt to pay . 
Yesterday a little less th an a h u n­ 
dred th ou sand dollars were still 011 
tlit* bo o k. , A few th ou sand ov er a 
h u ndred and fifty th ou sand h as been 
collected since th e first of Janu ary . 
Collectable tax es means th e amou nt 
th at will likely h e paid, basing th e 
estimate on th e amou nt collected on 
th e spring installment in 
prev iou s 
y ears. 
Last y ear at th e 
spring install­ 
ment, Cou nty Treasu rer W. M. Mc­ 
Bride say s, $245,000 were collected 
in tax es. 
He estimates 
th at 
th e 
amou nt wh ich sh ou ld 
be 
collected 
th is spring at 
$250.000. lie adds 
$5,000 becau se th e tax rate is h igh er 
and th e cou nty is growing, th u s mak­ 
ing th e amou nt of tax able property 
greater. 
Th is su m do es not inclu de th e tax ­ 
es th at are du e 
th e 
cou nty . 
Th e 
treasu rer has not prepared any fig ­ 
ures 011 th is. 
Th ere are alway s a 
certain amou nt o f delinqu ent tax es. 
In Janu ary $3.000 were 
collected 
and in Febru ary $35,000. W h eth er 01' 
not th e flood was responsible for th e 
large decrease in comparison for th e 


collections in March will nev er h e 
known, h u t is h igh ly probable. 
Only 


$15,000 were collected 
du ring 
th e 


wh ole month . 
Up to April 25, $73,- 
000 h ad been collected.
